House today caused the complete re­ 
organization of the big government 
bureau of engraving and printing, the 
summary dismissal of its 
director, 
Jam es L. W ilmeth, and 27 divisional 
chiefs.

The bureau contains the printing 
presses and the dies from which all 
the governm ent’s currency, 
postage 
stamps and bonds are produced. 
Bil­ 
lions of dollars in currency, bonds 
and stam ps are stored in the bureau. 
President H arding’s executive or­ 
der which came out of a clear sky 
last night, merely states 
th at 
the 
changes were ordered “for the good 
of the service.” 
It created consternation among the 
thousands of governm ent employes, 
who have been uneasy 
since 
the 
change of adm inistration. 
The new chief 0f the bureau, Louis 
Hill, and tb p new divisional chiefs 
today began an inventory of the prop­ 
erty preparatory to talcing it over. 
Some idea of the magnitude of the 
task may be gained from thG fact 
th at there are $2,500,000,000 in fed­ 
eral reserve notes alone th at ‘will 
have to be counted, and these are but 
a small portion of the stock of the 
big concern.

“Since opera is so great a factor in the popularization of 
music, we should have opera as w’ell as all song recitals in English. 
“In France opera is sung in French, in Italy in Italian exclu­ 
sively, and in Germany in German, and to this is due, largely, 
the fact of nationalized music in those countries. 
“We should insist upon our own language in 
our 
opera 
houses and concert rooms. ’ We should give the preference to our 
own composers and artists, and we should thus put Americaniza­ 
tion into every music development in this country. 
“In a word, our motto in music, as in everything else, should 
be AMERICA FIRST.”
